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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during January were valued at £2,501,105, which shows 
an increase of £21,973, as compared with the corresponding month 
of last year. The direct oversea imports during January amounted to 
£1,594,389,as compared with £1,630,521 in 1909. There were decreases 
in a number of the principal articles; apparel and soft goods, agri- 
cultural implements, cordage and twines, iron and steel, kerosene; 
machines and machinery, however, showed increases. 


The oversea exports for January amounted to £2,452,633, being a 
decrease of £223,797 compared with the corresponding month of last 


year.

Public Finances—The Public Accounts for January show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,066,997, or £53,848 less than in 
January of last year. During the seven months ended 31st January 
the revenue was £7,907,588, being £49,364 more than the corres- 


onding period of the last financial year.

On the 3lst January, 1910, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in credit to the amount of £689,104. 


Banks of Issue—The averages for the December quarter, 1909, show that 
there were substantial increases during the year under nearly all the 
principal heads. Advances show an increase of £545,447 for the 
quarter, but declined during the year by £727,734, while current 
accounts and deposits bearing interest both show substantial increases 
compared with the figures of the previous quarter. The total deposits 
have never been so high, and have increased during the last five years by 
£12,843,722, or nearly 28 per cent. Another prominent feature has 
been an increase during the year of £1,116,885 in reserves of coin and 
bullion. 


Mineral Production.—A preliminary estimate by the Department of Mines 
places the value of the output during 1909 at £7,627,500, which is 
£982,100 less than for 1908. The progress of the mineral industry was 
retarded greatly during the year by industrial troubles, which affected 
particularly the output of coal, silver-lead, and copper. The following 
are the values of the yields of the principal minerals in 1909, and the 
increases or decreases, as compared with 1908 :—

The gold yield during January was 21,632 oz. crude, equal to 18,319 oz. fine, 
valued at £77,812, and showed an increase of 1,580 oz. fine, and £6,710 
in value, compared with January of last year. 


Prices.—The general index number for J anuary was lower than in December, 
1909, but slightly higher than for January in the same year. The index 
number for pastoral produce was 1,179, and for metals 1,064, and for all 
articles 1,123, Wheat, greasy wool, frozen mutton, skins and hides, and 
copper increased in value; and flour, leather, scoured wool, and tin 
showed decreases. 


Land Selections.—During January 187 new settlers applied for 134,760 acres ; 
and 150,081 acres, representing 154 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement. 


Meteorology.— During the month of January three distinct monsoonal disturb- 
ances were experienced almost throughout the State, the falls recorded 
except west of the Darling being on the whole above the average. The 
rain on the north-western slopes was specially severe, and floods were the 
result ; a very wet period was also experienced on the South Coast,
